his description of the staie of affairs 
in the Turkish post-office, and of Turk- 
ish backwardness generally: 


The Turk suspects everybody .and 


everything, and no private act. no se- 
clusion, is sale from 
his 
intrusion. 


Every telegram sent from the public 
offices is at once reported to the au- 
thorities. No one can safely send a 
letter by the Turkish post unless he 
is willing to have it opened an^ read, 
and take the chances of having it 
confiscated if the censor finds any- 
thing that can be twisted into an id- 
suit to Mohammedanism. As a result 
of this condition and the inability of 
icreigners residing in Turkey to com- 
municate with any 
certainty 
with 


their friends, some of the great Euro- 
pean nations have 
established 
post 


offices of their own in Turkish cities, 
in which they employ only Europeans, 
use their own stamps, and watch their 
mailbags until they pass beyond the 
prying eyes of the Turks. In Salonica 
there are no fewer 
than five post- 


offices—British, 
Austrian, 
French, 


Servian and Turkish; in Constantino- 
ple, six. If one wishes to be sure'of 
his mail, he must inquire at four of 
them at least; and if he really wants 
to have his letters reach their destina- 
tion, he must send 
them through 


3ome post office other than Turkish. 
For the reason that the 
authorities 


cannot be sure of a complete knowl- 
edge of all the conversation that might 
aass, the telephone has been excluded 
"rom the empire; and no Turkish city 
is electrically lighted because, it is 
said, the officials discovered the word 
dynamo in the applications for the 
necessary 
contracts, 
and, dynamo 


suggesting dynamite, the official Turk 
was paralyzed with fear! So all Tur- 
key is still candlelighted, or at best 
'amp-lighted. Whatever is Turkish in 
Turkey is sure to be out of order, dis- 
organized, dirty; whatever is"foreign 
"s, by contrast, well kept.

In 1S93, again in Iiy5, lastly in lbi»8. 
•,-frii.g gone- this time foi.r 
years. 1 


thia!; the pole is sure to be discovered, 
it is merely a question of time and hu- 
man perseverance aad endurance. I 
coald have gone nearer to the pole on 
this trip ihan I did, but the progress 
would have been so slow, owing to the 
barriers of snow and jce. that it would 
not have compensated for the time and 
labor. What was the appearance of 
things in from of me at the highest 
latitude I reached? Why, imagine the 
ground on which the city of Portland 
stands to be thrown up. by a series of 
earthquakes in heights of all dimen- 
sions from 10 to 200 feet, and junks of 
ice from five to fifty feet through and 
forty feet high scattered thickly about 
on all sides, with dry snow of unknown 
depth everywhere—and you may get a 
faint idea of the outlook before me at 
the highest latitude I attained. No, I 
clon't believe in the existence of what 
:s called the open Pola sea. In my 
opinion the ice stretches to the pole 
itself, though broken here and there, 
but not sufficiently to warrant the ex- 
pression, open sea. 


"What "was the coldest -weather 1 


ever experienced in the Arctic region? 
Seventy and one-half degrees below 
zero. In that temperature 
if you 


should put your bare hand on a piece 
of wood, it would burn the flesh lik« 
3re. Of course, in that temperature 
3very part of the body, face and all. 
must be constantly 
covered 
with 


thick fur. Yes, the newspapers have 
-iublished a list of the most important 
specimens that I brought home from 
•he Arctic circle. I think the walrus 
ind the musk ox are the first animals 
if the kind to be brought to this coun- 
•ry. I see they have arrived safely in 
New York and are being well

tion find it difficult to imagine how 
raffic was kepi up in the days when 
there \vere no telegraphs.

the Order of Railway Conductors, cur- 
rent number, is an extract from rules 
on the Gerogia Central read of nearly 
any years ago.

railroad men learned of the 
article 


recently and made it their 
way to 


Hunt up conductors who had copies 


d read it, as it was the most amus- 


ing thing in their line they had read 
for years. Some of the queer rules for 
'Engine Men" were as follows: 


"Each engine .man will keep a watch 


which must be regulated by the time 
01 his conductor at the commencement 
of each trip; and he will always have 
in his posession the current schedule 
book. 


"Should any stock be killed which 


would be likely to endanger the safety 
"jf the next train passing, the engine 
man will stop his train until the track 
s cleared. 


"In connecting and starting, the en- 


gine man will be exceedingly careful 
>n the management of his throttle, so 
ciie cars may not be injured or the 
passengers annoyed by the violence of 
:he st;art. 


"When a train is approaching a 


stopping place, it is the duty of the 
engine man to see that the fire is so 
.-egiilated that it will be unnecessary 
'o blow off steam while the engine re- 
gains stationary. 


"All engines running at night must 


,ceep the dampers open so as to show 
i light." 


The queerest of all the innumerable 


•ules Is one for 
conductors 
which 


ihows it v,-as no uncommon thing in 
hose days for trains to get iinixed up 
ind meet going in opposite directions. 
Double tracks were then unthonght of. 
Phis rule was: 


"As a general rule,

""•st the turnout will run back.

lispute as to which train is to retire

Mary Teresa Craigie. She is a native 
of Boston, being the eldest daughter of 
John Morgan Richards, son of the 
Rev. 
James Richards, D. D., of New 


York. In 1887, at the age of nineteen, 
she married Reginald Walpole Craigie, 
from whom she separated in 1891, four 
years later obtaining a divorce and 
the custody of her son, John Churchill 
Craigie, born in 1890. 


Mrs. 
Craigie was privately educat- 


ed, and afterwards studied music at 
the Royal Academy under Macfarren 
and in Paris. She also studied Greek 
and L,atin at University College, Lon- 
don, under the late Professor Goodwin.

He loved 
the native people of 


Alaska, for he saw how capable they 
were. It seemed to him be was help- 
less to save them. He thought and 
thought the case over, asking himself 
what, could 
be done. Finally the 


Onlted States government recognized 
his disinterested work for the uplift- 
ing of the natives and made him com- 
missioner of education for all Alaska. 
That gave him somewhat more of pow- 
er and authority. 


Still trying to find a way to keep the 


bodies of his people from starving 
while he saved their souls, at length 
a happy thought struck him. In his 
far northwestern 
journeys he had 


learned how the Siberians of north- 
eastern Russia depend for their com- 
fortable existence on the reindeer, that 
gives them food, clothing and trans- 
portation. It can travel ten miles an 
hour nil day and draw a 200 pound 
load. All Alaska is covered eighteen 
Inches deep with the moss on which the 
reindeer subsists and grows fat. What 
the reindeer would do for the Siberian 
natives it would also do for their 
kindred race in Alaska, if it could be 
domesticated. 


Dr. Jackson urged the matter on the 


The race o£ Alaskan na- 
tives was dying of starvation. Some- 
thing must be done to save them. 
At 


length the national authorities appro- 
priated money to bring several hun- 
dred of the deer across from Asia to 
our side. They were brought

In a short time the moat 
beautiful reindeer skin coats with ex- 
quisitely wrought walrus tooth but- 
tons began to be offered for sale at St.

Five of the deer 
were loosed here on the island at Dutch 
Harbor.

they should have done and would have 
done if they had been let alone, before 
long only two were left. Hunters had 
killed the others. It waa plain the 
turning loose plan would not do.

portation of Lapp herders might ac- 
company another batch of deer.

A Living; Electric Battery. 


One of the most wonderful fish that 


frequent American waters is the tor- 
pedo ray, order raiioo, formerly torpo- 
dinidaj, a denizen of the deep, often 
found on our eastern coast, especially 
along that portion of it extending from 
South Carolina to Key West. The elec-. 
trie apparatus or battery of the torpe- 
do is his sole defense, and those who 
have come in contact with it when in 
good working order say that it is all 
sufficient. Naturalists compare the elec- 
tric organs of the torpedo to tho artifi- 
cial voltaic pile. They consist or two 
series of layers, each composed of a 
multitude of hexagonal cells, the space 
which intervenes being filled with a 
jellylike substance, so that the cells 
may properly be compared to a Levden 
jar. 


Each full grown fish carries 4SO of 


these electric batteries, the combined 
force of which is equal to the power 
stored in fifteen Leyden jars. In other 
words, there are about 3,000 square 
inches of the creature's body charged 
with electricity to the very highest 
degree. The. upper side of this animat- 
ed battery is positive and the lower 
negative, the power to use the battery 
being in full control of the fish.

The retail price, which was 
raised, to $7.50 on Monday, remains 
the same, but the tendency is decid- 
edly toward another advance. 


On "Wednesday morning a lot more 


than 1000 tans of soft coal was sold in 
Boston at $8 a ton wholesale, 50 cents 
more than the quoted retail figure, and 
shortly before noon anther lot of 1000 
tons brought ?8 25. Dealers there say 
that they expect to see the retail price 
of bituminous coal advanced another 
?2 per ton before the end of the week. 


A Boston coal merchant, who has 


just returned from New York, where 
he has been 
m 
consultation with 


several of the prominent operators, 
said Wednesday that affairs in the an- 
thracite coai strike remain unchanged, 
and that only a few of the miners in 
parties of twos and threes are return- 
ing to work. 


"The situation is desperate," he said, 


'and the operators tell me that they 
see no signs that the strikers are be- 
ginning to break. Not a pound of hard 
"oal, except the output from the wash- 
aries, has been s-ent down to New 
York, nor do they think it likely that 
a shipment of newly cut 
anthracite 


will come down to tidewater for some 
time."

About half, an hour after the steamer 


landed. sin Portsmouth, Mrs. Perkins, 
or a woman greatly resembling her, 
was seen walking along the shore bavk 
of Badger's island, near where Mrs. 
Perkin's hand-bag was found. She was 
watched by Elmer Bowden and Nel- 
son Webber, two lads who thought her 
actions strange. 


When, the hand-bag was picked up 


on Hanscom's landing, it was thought 
that it might have blown from a car 
passing over the bridge; but from 
where it was picked up, this would 
have been impossible. 


There is no doubt that Mrs. Perkins 


contemplated doing something un- 
usual, as on the day she disappeared 
she left letters with money for sev- 
eral people and returned twenty-five 
dollars sent to her by her nephew from 
Philadelphia. When asked if she was 
majting her -will, she laughed, and re- 
plied: "It may amount to that." 


If she jumped 
overboard 
about 


noon, the tide was rising, and the 
body would be recovered up river, if 
at all.
